A group of local organisa.’ 
tions could run the dances 
collectively or in rotation. 

Mr. -T. Poole, of Altona 
Yacht Club pointed out the 
need for young members to 
take an active responsible part 
in any organisation. He ‘in- 
stanced the 70 or 80 junior 
members of his club who have 
accepted responsibility and 
give no trouble. 

Rev. W. Moriarty said tt 
would be difficult to get the 
lads involved in the recent 
disturbances interested in any 
club. These troubles were 
caused by a small minority— 
some of whom were probably 
known to others at the meet- 
ing. 

Senior Constable &  B. 
Emerson, of Altona Police Sta- 
tion, gave a favourable report 
of Altona youth. In his ex- 
perience of 33 years he finds 
Altona one of the quietest 
areas in Melbourne. 

He strongly supported a 
youth club run by the lads 
themselves. Possibly a room 
at the Homestead could be 
made available and the lads 
elect their own committee and 
be under their own discipline. 

Rev. J. Haysey did not con- 
sider the bad publicity sufi- 
tient -cause for calling the 
meeting. He thought, hows 
ever, proposals to care for 
youth were’ good but should 
not be too restricted. 

Mr. D. Wodcock suggested 
a list of available facilities 
should be posted in promi- 
nent positions around the 
Shire.

“When allowance is’ made 
for price. changes, it seems 
likely that a real growth rate 
close to five per cent, may 
have been attained.

IMMIGRATION VITAL TO 
ECONOMY 


Mr. Cadwallader said that 
the steady population increase 
had been an important factor 
in the economic growth. 

“Immigration is vital to the 

nation,” he said. 
' “Recent studies show that 
about 70 per cent. of the in- 
crease in the work force since 
World War II. has come from 
immigration. 

“The expansion of the work 
force has of late contributed 
over 40 per cent. of the Tise, 
in real terms, in gross national 
product.” 

The role of immigration, he 
said, should not be discon- 
tinued because of the high 
birth rates of the late forties. 

“As jn the past, determined 
effort will help key sectors of 
industry to gain immigrants 
with special skills. 

“Moreover, we cannot look 
with: complete equanimity at 
the fall in the birth rate since 
1961.” 


INFLATION BARELY 
| SUPPRESSED 


Mr. Cadwallader said that 
for most of the year the tone 
of the economy was one of 
barely suppressed inflation, if 
measured by the demand for 
labour. 

Manufacturing industries 
had increased production but 
more slowly than at the high 
rate achieved in the previous 
year. , 

“Stocks have tended to ac- 
cumulate in several industries 
and unrestricted competition 
from imports, coupled with 
keen internal rivalry, has 
curbed upwards price adjust- 
ments,” he said. 

The Government has rejec- 
ted suggestions of more com- 
prehensive protective measures 
for industry even in the face 
of continuing high imports 
and falling oversea reserves. 

Manufacturing industries 
were, in many cases, using 


ported raw materials and com- 
ponents that it would not be 
easy to limit the total by any 
simple administrative device. 

However, the Government 
had continued to assist some 
industries adversely affected 
by excessive competition by 
new protective tariffs. 


OVERSEA BALANCES 

From a peak of £812,000,000 
in June 1964 the Reserve 
Bank’s gold and balances held 
abroad had receded by the end 
of September 1965 to the total 
of £589,000,000—a sum repre- 
senting less than half a year’s 
imports. 

“A movement of such dimen- 
sions in the past would have 
had relatively greater effect 
on the state of internal credit 
than has occurred on this oc- 
casion. 

“The reasons lie partly in 
the improved international ar- 
rangements for drawing rights 
with the International Mone- 
tary Fund, which give useful 
packing to the large cash bal- 
afices which the Australian

ENCOURAGING MINERAL 
PROSPECTS 
“One reason for quiet con- 
dence in the face of falling 
reserves,” Mr. Cadwallader 
said, “has been the particul- 
atly encouraging turn in pros- 
pects for minerals.” . 

“Not only have new deposits 
been found, but large Jong- 
term contracts * for exports 
have been written, which will 
add substantially to export in- 
come for at least the next 20 
years. 

“Long-term prospects for the 
rural industries are also very 
bright, although the immedi- 
ate future is clouded by the 
effects of the serious drought 
in northern New South Wales 
and in southern and western 
Queensland. 

“Reports suggest a big fall 
in the wheat crop and a sub 
stantial reduction in the wool 
clip. Numbers of breeding 
livestock could fall consider- 
ably and adversely affect pro- 
duction of wool and meat in 
the next few years.” 

_ Mr. Cadwallader said that 
world demand for rural pro- 
ducts continues to/rise with an 
expanding world population 
and rising living standards. 


DEFENCE COMMITMENTS 


“Unfortunately the trend of 
world events has made it 
necessary for Australia, along 
with other countries, to de- 
vote even more resources to- 
wards defence than a yeaf 
ago,” he said. 

“The nature of cur commit- 
ments has involved a higher 
rate of external spending on 
modern equipment and the 
maintenance of forces in stra- 
tegic areas. 

“Yet it has been economi- 
cally and politically possible 
to match these direct defence 
measures with an increase in 
contributions of aid to under- 
developed countries, includ- 
ing New Guinea, and to such 
institutions as the new Asian 
Development Bank.” 

“That these commitments 
haye been met with only a 
marginal change in income 
tax and some indirect taxes 
is rather remarkable,” Mr. 
Cadwallader said. 

MONETARY POLICY 

My., Cadwallader said that 
monetary policy in the past 
year had been directed pri- 
marily at avoiding additions 
te the already high level of 
demand caused by “govern- 
mental and private expendi 
ture in conditions bordering 
on over-full employment. 

Interest rates and’ boiid 
yields had been allowed to 
rise and the major trading 
banks had been requested not 





te increase their new over- 
draft lending. 

“But in spite of these ac- 
tiens and the dampening 
effect of a continuing adverse 
balance of payments, the vol- 
ume of money in Australia has 
continued to rise, although at 
a slower pace,” he said. 


INTEREST RATES 


“In the past year the auth- 
orities have continued a more 
flexible attitude to interest 
rates. 

“Not only were they permit- 
ted changes in both term and 
rate of fixed deposits effec- 
tive in allowing the banks to 
compete with other borrowers 
but within banking a varla- 
tion in the margin between 
interest rates on fixed depo- 
sits and savings bank depo- 
sits led to some diversion of 
funds to the trading banks. 

“At the same time,” Myr. 
Cadwalader Said, “there seems 
to be added realisation that 
interest rates in Australia 
can have a noticeable effect 
on capital inflow and the de- 
marfid by oversea-based com- 
hpanies within Australia for 
financial accommodation.

There was a large num- 
ber of people in the vicinity 
looked over towards 
them. + They continued on 
and when he opened the door 
of the van to put them in 
Sharrocks faltered and said, 
“Will we have them.” More- 
ton then hit him on the side 
of the face with a solid punch, 
Knocking him back. Shar- 


rocks wrestled and broke 
away. 
Constable Leader chased 


Sharrocks and caught him, 
Keeghan went to Leader’s as- 
sistance. Sharrocks was now 
struggling very violently, and 


throwing his arms ahout and‘ 


kicking with his feet. They 
eventually got him back to 
the van, but he refused to get 
in. The two policemen then 
forced him into the van. 
Moreton was already in and 
Cooke then entered. 


At the police station Shar- 
rocks kept wanting to fight 
them all and was saying they 
were too scared to fight him. 
He asked for a cigarette and 
used another expression when 
told Keeghan did not smoke. 


In reply to Mr. Williaras 
Keeghan said he had not re- 
ceived personal orders to 
break up any groups in Al- 
tona. He said it is the same 
everywhere, they broke up any 
groups. 


Keeghan agreed there now 
are more police cruising in the 
Altona area. He denied using 
any undue force when first 
trying to put Sharrocks in the 
van. : : 


Constable G. Leader, of 
Footscray, told the court that 
he was patrolling the beach 
area in Altona and noticed 
the three youths sitting on a 
wall. As he drove past one 
of them called out something 
he could not distinguish and 
waved a large bottle over his 
head. He stopped the car, 
walked back to the three and 
asked them to repeat the uox- 
pression. They replied, “Noth- 
ing much mate, we are just 
having a drink of plonk.” He 
formed the impression they 
were drunk. Five minutes 
later the divisional van ar- 
rived and he noticed the three 
defendants had left the wall 
and were sitting on a seat in 
the park. Leader agreed with 
the evidence given on follow- 
ing events by Keeghan. In 
reply to Mr. Williams Leader 
said he did not see any- marks 
on Keeghan’s face after be 
ing hit. 


Sharrocks said in the wit- 
ness box that Keeghan came 
up to them and said, “Shar. 
rocks, you are coming with 
me.” He asked why and was 
told he was being arrested for 
being drunk and disorderly 
and said, “That's all right.” 
Sharrocks said he was being 
pushed into the van, fell back 
and was pulled araund on the 
ground. He showed marks on 
his arm and side he alleged 
he received at that time. 


Moreton gave evidence that 


brushed him as he fell. Shar- 
rocks denied using any inde- 
cent language and Moreton 
Said‘he did not hear any. 


Mr. J. F. Kean, S.M., said 
he was satisfied the charges 
had been proved. Sharrocks 
admitted previous convictions 
for using threatening words, 
resisting arrest and assault- 
ing Police. Moreton admitted 
a previous conviction for in- 
decent language and offen- 
sive behaviour. | 


Cooke was fined £1 in de- 
fault 24 hours. Sharrocks was 
fined £10 or seven days for 
indecent language, £7 or five 
days for resisting arrest and 
convicted and discharged for 
being drunk and disorderly. 
Moreton was fined £20 in de- 
fault 14 days for assault and 
convicted and discharged for 
being drunk and disorderly.
